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DAVID PAISLEY recalled that during the month to six 
weeks after the sale he had observed this car parked on numerous 
occasions in front of the rooming house in the 2600 block of 
Highland Avenue. He had noted that this car seemed to be dirty 
from non* use, rather than from being driven, and that on the last 
occasion of observing this car which would have been about the 
first of October. 1967, the car still had the slick bald 
tires that had been on it when it was sold. 


PAISLEY furnished the following detailed description 
of the automobile: 


1966 white Mustang, two-door hardtop, eight 
cylinder, 289, four individual red plastic 
floor mats, push button radio, heater, remote 
control outside mirror, day-night inside mirror, 
very clean engine, mileage 20,000 miles, equipped 
with Autolite battery, four whitewall, bald tires. 
The spare was in good shape, but had a wider white- 
wall than the tires on' the wheels. The seats 
were medium red in color and the carpeting was 
maroon or dark red. The body condition of the 
car was excellent and the muffler was painted 
shiny silver. 


PAISLEY said that he had forgotten to advise on 
April 9, 1968, that on April 5, 1968, sometime between 1:00 P.M. 
and 1:30 P.M., while driving east on Fifth Avenue North, in 
front of the U, S. Post Office, PAISLEY observed a 1966 clean, 
white Mustang hardtop, which he thought could possibly be the 
same car he had sold to GALT. He also, at the same time, 
observed the back of a man getting into this car whose build 
resembled that of GALT. PAISLEY said he could not be definite 
that this wais the same car and that the individual was GALT,, 
as he only had a fleeting glimpse.

Mrs. BROWN stated sbf) recalls the date 
because this is the day she and her boyfriend drove to 
Nashville, Tennessee, and she left work early and tliis indi- 
vidual was still sitting in the lounge when she left. 

Mrs. BROWN stated she had an opportunity to view 
this person for approximately 45 minutes. He entered the 
lounge at approximately 6:30 p.m., sat at a table on the side 
of the lounge that she services, and was still sitting there 
when she left work at 7:10 p.m. During the period this man 
was under her observation, he ordered and drank two Schlitz 
beers.

She recalls he had blue eyes and sandy, brush-cut hair, 
which was longer on the sides. Mrs. BROWN stated that the 
individual sat by himself and did not converse with anyone 
other than her when he ordered his beer. As best she recalls, 
he had a local accent. 

Mrs. BROWN advised she had never seen this individual 
before and has not seen him since. She commented that Andy's 
Lounge caters to regular customers, and it is slightly unusual 
when a stranger comes in off the street.
